Bcsolting In the Death of Rev. 
Isuc A. Story, a Baptist 



Last Sunday a very sad accident oc- 
curred near Glenville, Adair county, 
resulting iu the death of Rev. Isaac 
A, Story, well known to the people of 
this and adjeining counties. For the 
past six montlis he had been a citizen 
of Columbia, and had commenced the 
publication of a Baptist magazine 

On Saturday he left Columbia, going 
to Russell county. He was driving a 
young horse, and on his return, and 
while near Glenville, the backing 
strap broke, scaring tne animal and 
he kicked the dashboard from the ve- 
hicle. TlM old gentleman in attempt- 
ing to extricate himself from the bug- 
gy was kicked twice in the head 
crashing bis sknll. He fell from the, 
buggy, and in a short time was found 
in a dying condition on the road side. 
He was picked up aoA earrlad to a 
farm house where be died In a few 
hours. 

Mr. Story was a native of Clinton 

county, bjrn and reared near Albany, 
to which place his body was conveyed 
for interment He wss seventy-two 
years old. When the Civil war broke 
out he entered the FjKieral army 
and serred as a valiant soldier 
throughout tlie war. When hostil- 
ities ceased he commenced to preach, 
and was a regater Baptist minister 
for many yea»-s. His untimely death 
brought expressions of sorrow from 
many Who knew blm well.

30 Cents on the hundred dollars brings 
fai, each year, 98,064 96. This ealeote^ 
tion is made as though the bonds were 
all Issned at one time, when, as a mat- 
ter of fact, tliey will only be issued 
from time to time, when the proceeds 
are needed which will reduce the totel 
to bepaidlniBtoNatpertiape29 or 30 
thousand dollars. At least enough 
will be saved in this way to pay the 
coat of eolleeting the taa.

burden ti^'E^Ccounties. But if 
it only required for^y cents to 
meet our annual expenses there 
would only be left ten cents that 
coald be api^ed to roedi ondnr 
the most favorable concbtionis. 

If bonds should be voted an 
additional twenty cents on the 
one hundred ddlars could be 
levied for roeds. See Seetini 157 
A constitution. This must be 
uaed to pay the interest on_ the 
bonds and to create a sinkiikgf und 
to pay off the bonds. 

Thit twenty cents added to the 
ten cents that might be used 
would make thirty cents. Thirty 
cents on the one hundred dollars 
will rueetnnaeBy on the present 
assessed value of $2,600,000.00 
the sum of $7800.00. This is the 
f^ost that could be raised and it 
will inore probably be lessi The 
interest on fl25«O0O.O0 for one 
year will be $6250 00. A simple 
calculation will show that it will 
take all of the thirty cents that 
it is possible to raise, Sunder the 
most favorsbie conditions, to pay 
the interest and retire the bonds 
in the allotted time of thirty 
years allowed under the law. To 
accomplish this it takes all the 
road fond», Jeavbg nothing 
available for the up keep of the 
roads, and leaving no funds to 
be used on any other road in 
Adair county ootside of the roads 
built by bond issae, and no de- 
duction has been made for col- 
lecting the tax which goes to the 
payment of the bonds. 

If State aid is sought, this 
money raised by bond issue must 
be used in the building of roads 
leading from the county seat of 
Adair county to the county seat 
of the adjoteiaff ooaatiee hy the 
most direct and practicable 
route. There are eighty miles 
of such road connecting the coun- 
ty seat of Adair county with the 
county aeatti of Oe adjcinilig 
counties. 

The kind of road that the 
State will lend it^s aid in the 
building of will eoat hiAdab 
county on an average of not less 
than $2,400.00 per mile. This 
estimate of cost per mile of build- 
ing road is based upon the esti- 
mated cost per mile of the road 
which Adair county has already 
planned to build from Columbia 
to Liberty. If then it will cost 
this amount per mile, to build 
roada in Adair county, sueb as 



of $12S»000;0(K wffl b«M 
52 miles, which will leave 

thing like twenty-eight miles of 
county seat roads unprovided for. 

After the whole of this amount, 
$125,00a00, is pot into tlieiMds 
the State will bis obligated to the 
county for one-half of this 
amount which would be $62,500. 

Some of tiM advoeates of Uria 
measure daim that the county 
would have to spend only $62,- 
500 of the $125,000 in order to 
get '$62,500 from the SUte. 
This la a nriabk^; t&e WMe of 
the $125,000 most be put up by 
the county in order to get the 
$62,300 from the State. If this 
aid was all paid in at once it 
would not iBOve tlaa ba auffieient 
to complete thejeoun^ seat roads 
that is to fsay one roaa towards 
each county seat But the State 
aid ean not be paid in this way. 
V^eaxe not allowad to reeaiva 
from the State in any year an 
amount exceeding two per cent 
of the total road fund of the 
State, which IB eaOnated to be 
not move than $12,000 to any 
countp, and this year the State 
will let Adair county have of this 
fund only about $3,200. The 
reason tiiat ^AldaiiF-eiBnl|^ does 
not get more is that the State 
Road Fund is not sufficient to 
psy more, and with the State of 
Kentucky very much m debt, it 
is not likely that it will be ia>le 
to pay any more at onetime, 
soon. 

Now bear in mind that in the 
foregoing estimates you have 
used every cent that can be 
levied and collected under the 
law to pay the interest on the 
bonds and to pay off the bonds. 
You have oduMUted year levy: 
no power to make any further 
levy, and absolutely no money 
with which to keep the pikes 
which you have built, in repair. 
A c<mservative eatimattof eoat 
to keep up pikes is from $100 to 
$200 per mile after the first 
three years, and this is the ex- 
perience of every county that 
baa pikeay - And Xb» road law 
under whidi theee bonds are to be 
issued, requires that the Fiscal 
court make an appropriation 
in money to keep theae roads in 
repair. Eighty miles of pike 
would cost to keep in repair not 
less than $8,000 per year and in 
all probability would cost a great 
dealmwe. Since you have ex- 
hausted the limit of your levy, 
where is the $8,000 or nwra to 
come from? 

Aside from these pikes, if 
built, you have in Adair county 
over six hundred miles of public 
road for which there will not be 
one penny available, it matters 
not how great or lurgent the ne- 
cesnty, beeauae the entire road 
fund has been appropriated. 
And this condition as to the six 
hundred miles of road will con- 
tinue until thebnids are paid off. 

By voting these bonds you 
commit Adair county irravocably 
to a thirty year proposition on 
eighty miles of pike with no 
fundi to keep these eighty miles 
in repair, and no funds for the 
other six hundred miles, of road. 
You have committed yourselves 
during this entire period of time 
to a tax rate of seventy oenti on 
the one hundred ddlars for coun- 
ty and road purposes, whereas 
now it is only fifty cents for all 
county purposes other than

It has been stated as an induce- 
ment to vote these bonds that 
the peaple of Adair county have 
been paying each year a road tax

This statement is far from 
correct. Inthe year 1910 the 
levy for road purpoaea waa 5 
cents: in the year -im, it was 
1 4 cents; in the year 1912, it 
was 10 cents; inthe year 1913^ 
it was 15 cents, and during this 
tine one naw hridca waa bdl^ 
across Green liver, and one oli 
one that was washed away wan 
put back across Green river at n 
cost of almost as much as a new 
one, and a new hriiira waa boHT 
across Russell creek. Last year» • 
1914, no road tax was levied or 
collected at all. This year, 1915, 
a road tax of twenty-five cents 
has been levied out cHf iHddl ^bm 
Fiscal court has made an appro- 
priation to build a road under 
State aid as far as the funds wiU 
permit them to build, the con- 
tract for the building of which la 
to be let on the 10th day of Sep- 
tember. 

I make no suggestion how any 
man abouM vote on thia qoeaHon, 

but feel it my duty to see that 
the voters of Adair county know 
exactly what kind of a proposi- 
tion they are up against.

TREE PLANTING ALONG PUBUC ROADS 

Remarkable Development of Good Roads Sentiment in Ken- 
tucky Has Created a Demand For Shade 
Treea Along the Roads 



The lut year la Kentneky has seen 
a Weaderful agitation for good roads 
throagtaout the State and at the pres- 
ent time a large number of highways 
are being constnicted under Uie State- 
«M plaa. Tkera la no dovM b«t what 
the number of good roads In Kentucky 
"Will incipase each year. The con- 
atruction of good roads and the stand- 
ardization of roads iiaa created a de- 
buuii for ihsde trees aleag the rights 
«f way to beautify them. In anticipa- 
tion of this demand the State Forester 
is paying particular attention to the 
raising at the State nurseries at Louis- 
TiUe and Frankfort trees particnlarly 
adiMKed tor planting along the public 
highways. A good many species have 
been suggested and one idea which 
seems to have a firm root in the pub- 
<llc Brind and which may aadoalrtedly 



lead to a great deal of good in the 

community Is the planting of nut bear- 
ing and fruit trees along the roads. 
It is felt that in this way the trees 
along the highways could be made to 
prodaoe a 'product of nSeient Talae 
to aid in the maintenance of the road. 
This has been successfully done in 
several instances, particularly in Eu- 
rope. With this end in view the State 
Forester has l)een experimenting with 
a large number of nut trees of differ- 
ent varieties including pecan, hickory, 
black walnut, English walnut and oth- 
ers. Also the growing of apple trees 
and other fruit trees akmg the road is 
a snggestion which meets with a great 
deal of favorable comment and the 
nursery at Louisville has undertaken 
the growing of apple stock on a large 
scale.

The eiperience In growing trees at 

the State nursery has shown very 
clearly thai in a great many cases it 
is not possible to get tree seeds ol the 
BStive species at the time and in the 
condition desired. Kentucky is pecul- 
iar in that up to very recently there 
baB been no agency or individual in- 
terested in the gathering ot tree seed 
in its .borders. The demand for the 
tree seeds in the State narseriee at 
Louieville and Frankfort has started 
ta a small way a new* industry in the 
gathering ot tree seeds within the 
State. Last year a considerable por- 
Ckm of the seed planted was obtained 
from Kentucky. Several small boys 
bad become interested in this line of 
work and gathered a considerable 
qaantity of seed of certain varieties. 
U is expected this fall that the bulk 
9C the seed planted in the State nur- 
series will be obtained within the 
State from native varieties. The gath- 
Mlng of tree seed offers an attractive 
Sold for a limited number of individ- 
wala, particularly bright iMys, who are 
vUliag to take the time and trouble 
necessary to distinguish tree species. 



INTEREST IN SHADE TREES 

state Forester Prepared to Answer 
Qveetions With Regard to 
Shade Trees- 

With every passing year the inter- 
est of the citiiene of Kentucky in the 
Eha'le trees of the cities, towns .and 
\iuages, along public highways and 
on private lands and estates ba*^ be- 
come more keen, for the reason tliat 
our people as a whole are gradually 
eoming to an appreciation of the 
worth of individual trees and of tree 
communities from v.n aestbotical 
p<dnt of view, and are alive to their 
value as factors for health and com- 
fort in the community. This is a nat- 
ural development in line with an 
awakening public interest in parks, 
public playgrounds, better roads and 
kigtmwcTS and the development of at- 
tractive surroundings on the farm 
In all this the trees play a very im- 
portant part. Then, too, throughout 
the state the present shade trees, 
which are to a very considerable ex- 
tamt remnants of the original forest, 
are decaying, deteriorating and dying. 
Their owners are interested most de- 
cidedly in their preservation, if pos- 



sible, and their replacement If this 

must be done. Again within recent 
years the increase of insect pests and 
fungus diseases due to the introduc- 
tion of new species and varieties from 
foreign countries and the importation 
of Kuropeaii nur.^ery stock has caused 
widespiead comment. Insect infesta- 
tions among our tree friends, a con- 
dition which has been empliaaised by 
the lack of natural enemies to keep 
them in check and a notable decrease 
in cur native birds that prey on in- 
sects, have been of frequent occur- 
rence. In cities the paving of streets, 
constraetloB ot sidewalks, laying of 
sewers and gas and water mains, con- 
duits for electric light, telephone and 
telegraph wires all has v«ry seriously 
disturbed natural conditions and en- 
dangered the life of the shade trees. 

While it is realiied that the care 
and protection of shade trees is not 
strictly within the province of for- 
estry, yet requests for information in 
this direction have continually come 
to the office of the State Forester. 

The State Forester is prepared to 
answer inquiries for Information by 
mail with regard to shade trees — 
particularly what species to plant, the 
injuries and diseases to which they 
are subject, and to offer remedies for 
these The First Biennial Report of 
the State Forester deals with this 
subject of shade trees in detail ani 
may be obtained free of diarge by 
addressing him at Frankfort.

Demand For Material at State Nurseries Shows That Ken- 
tucky People Are Beginning to Plant Trees 
i ^ Ae Well As Cut Them Down 



Frankfort, Ky— (Special)— It is pat- 
ent to those individuals who have 
made a study of the matter that there 
are certain areas of Kentucky whicb 
are more Taloable for the production 
of forests than for agriculture or pas- 
turage. In fact, there are certain 
areas which never will produce aay- 
thing except timber crops. In q(der 
to eneearage the planting of these 
areas to timber, and also encourage 
the planting of tim]>er or worn out 
lands for regenerative purposes and 
to ivevent erosion, the State Board of 
Forestry, early la its work, prorlded 
for two nurseries— one at Louisville 
(which is the larger) and one at 
Frankfort, which is hardly a year old 
at the present Ume. The Boisery at 
LonlsTllle was started early in the tall 
of 1913, and has been gradually in- 
creasing its capacity. Last fall the 
first sale of stock was made from the 
LooiSTille nursery, amounting to one 
thoasMd black loeasts and one has- 
dred catalpa seedlings That such 
nursery supplies are wanted in the 
State is shown by the fact that, if 
arailable, at least ten thousand black 
locosts eeidd hare been mM mad aa 
Indefinite number of other species. 
There is no doubt but what, as the ex- 
istence and extent of the nursery is 
realised throughout the State, a large 
and cratinooos dewaad will spring up 
for seedlings and transplants which 
the State can furnish, since these 
seedlings will be sold at cost to indi- 
Tidoals who desire them. The nur- 
sery wUl pay tn* itself in tlsM and the 
cost of the stock will be redoeed as 
the capacity of the nursery increases. 
At the present time there are consid- 
erably over six thousand transplants 
in the beds at the nursery at Louls- 
Tille. The species which were planted 
In the LottlsTille nursery this spring 



were as follows: Box elder, white 
ash, blue ash, apple stock, apricot, 
American beech, buckeye, catalpa, 
chestnut. Kentucky coffee tree, wild 
cherry, sweet cherry, Aaierlean elm, 
gingko, sweet gum, shell bark hick- 
ory, mockernut hickory, pignut hick- 
ory, black locust, sugar maple, red 
maple, cucumber magnolia, white oak. 
red oak. Madi oak, bar oak. pfaa oak, 
yellow po^ar, WmA walaift» Japaaeaa 
w^Jjjut. 

Th^e were sown in the Frankfort 
nursery twelre seed beds 24x4 feet, 
wMMhe fbllowfiig species: Chestaut, 

red oak, black walnut, pin oak, yellow 
poplar, shell bark hickory, sugar ma- 
ple, white ash. Each spring and fall 
sees the capacity of the narsaries very 
materially increased. 

The varieties which have been 
planted in the nurseries have been 
(with the exception of some species 
with which it was decided to experi- 
ment) coBtaed almost eatir^ to aa- 
tive Kentucky trees of special com- 
mercial importance. Just what num- 
ber of seedlings will be available this 
fall for distribution and sale it is im- 
poasiMe at this tlaw to dotMrastae om 
aceeoat of the earltaeas of the seaaoa. 
The seed beds were very materially 
increased within the year. One fea- 
ture of the nursery worii at LouisTille 
was the plaatlBg ni eae-half boshM of 
apple seed. It is erentually expected 
that the Louisville nursery will be 
able to furnish apple stock of stand- 
ard rariety to individuals around the 
State and that the orchardlag which is 
becoming a feature o( agricaitural 
work la Keatucky will la this way be 
materially assisted. Also the nursery 
is experimenting with varieties of wal- 
nuts, chestnut, pecans and other nat 
trees which prodttoa 
eharia.

PRESERVE FOREST LANDS 



Forael C e as ervation Concenw Bath 
City autd Farm. 

Many dwellers in towns and cities 
feel great interest in forestry and 
would be glad to give active aid to 
the cause. Some are doing so by the 
improremeat nt forest laads which 
they own, but there are greater num- 
bers who are not able to do this but 
who greatly desire to enjoy the forests 
and to help along any moTemwU tead- 
iag to their Impto Ts aaaat. The p re s a r 
▼ation of forests for natural scenery; 
to check the winds and hold back the 
waters; to stop erosion of valuable 
farm lands; to harbor birds and ani- 
mals; to p fe d aea naterlals for build- 
ing and manufacturing are matters 
which concern city people as well as 
those who dwell on farms. 

The obligation to protect the for- 
ests tagliaaoaallattdtha opportunity 
to enjoy thesa Aoald be enjoyed by 
all. Cities should own forest parks 
in which the design should be to get 
away from the conventional and costly 
style of landscape gsMsalag now so 
common in city parka. 

Such parks, if made as natural as 
possible, would cost far less to estab- 
lish and maintain than other parks 
and would serve maay purposes. They 
would help to araase aa iaterest in 
forestry and to show Its i^eticability. 
They would alford means of recrea- 
tion and study, supplementing the 
courses in schooL If the agricultural 
ezperlaMat statloas ia the different 
states -VMW aaaMad to oo-op«nta in 
the establishment and mainteoance of 
such forest parks, the arrangement 
would no doubt be mutually helpful, 
since the work would bo started afamg 
torestrr rathir thaa. ontmmltaX liaas 
and its permaaaaey 
ably euro. 



Forest conservation to many people 
means the saving of mature trees and 
nothing more. Real conservation 
takes into account all that is of Talus, 
alaa that whiek haa a potaaUat Tiriae. 
Correct Ideas, regarding values of for- 
est products need an entire re-con- 
struction, as upon a proper concep> 
tlon of what constitutes the most es- 
sential part of a forest rests the funda- 
mental doctrine of conservation. To 
save that which is worth but Uttla 
and to waste that wfciek id tall of poa- 
slbllltles shows wrong ideas regarding 
values, bnt examples of this kind are 
v^ery common. Almost every one ap- 
preciates the worth of a large oak. 
walnut or pine tree, bat to aoat peo- 
ple a seadUag of the saipe species is 
nothing but a weed. It seems hard 
for any one, who has not studied the 
rate of growth of trees, to realise that 
a mature tree makes bat little growth 
and is worth sariac only aa long as it 
reHHdas soaad. lAila a thrifty young 
tree is growing into value at a rapid 
rate. But little that Is really worth 
while will be done in the care of our 
ttabar trees until we coma to laalise 
that forest ooasenratioa aieaas the 
saving of trees of all ages and sizes. 
However, it is gratifying to note tliat 
the interest in forestry Is growing con- 
stantly and that the number of traas 
plaated each year Is iacreaslag.
